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THE CUBAN REVOLT. 


Interview With Maceo on the 
Hondo Fight. 


The Spaniards Were Attacked from 
Ambush and Severely 
Dealt With.

Campos at Santiago—The Business 
Men to Form Volunteer Com- 
panies--Gomez Wins a Bat- 
tle Against Odds.

NEW YORK, May 10.—A special to the 
World from Songo, Cuba, says that a 
World correspondent interviewed Gen. Ma- 
ceo, who was found in his camp in the 
forest, a league from Jaragueca and forty 
miles from Santiago. Gen. Maceo gave 
out some details of the fight at Hondo 
Creek, near Guantanamo, in which his 
brother, Jose Maceo, who is not dead after 
all, had a sharp encounter with 500 
spanish soldiers of Simanceo’s regiment, 
commanded by Lieut.-Col. Bosch. The 
Spaniards were attacked from ambush. 
Jose ‘Maceo had 700 followers. The Span- 
jards admit a loss of sixteen killed and 
several officers wounded. According to 
a letter just received by Gen. Maceo from 
his brother, the ‘Spaniards suffered se- 


verely. The Cubans used their machetes 


— 


with deadly effect when the Spanish sol- 
diers had fired away their ammunition. 

Maceo placed his men in position in 
thickets along the bank of the Hondo, 
which at that point is a stream about 
thirty feet wide. Col. Bosch approached 
early in the morning along the bank of 
the creek, and, on receiving the fire of 
the rebels, drew his men into position ina 
cane field. The firing continued until 1 
o'clock. As usual the Spaniards wasted 
much ammunition ,and when it was ex- 
hausted Jose Maceo charged across the 
river and cut many down with machetes. 
One of Maceo’s lieutenants, a French half- 
breefl named Alcide de Verger, rode reck- 
jessly to the creek, calling on his men to 
use their machetes. A shot from the 
Spanish killed the daring man. The 
— regulars were aided by 200 vol- 

nteers. 

Col. Bosch's men withdrew when they 
had fired away their ammunition. This is 
a fatal fault of the Spanish. The officers 
appear to make no effort to prevent the 
soldiers from banging away as fast as they 
can. When armed with a swift breech- 
loading magazine rifle it does not take 
long to throw away the 100 rounds with 
which each man is provided. Jose Maceo 
was left in his position and he still held 
it when the steamer left this morning. 

GOMEZ WINS A BATTLE. 

TAMPA (Fla.,) May 10.—Passengers ar- 
riving on the steamer Mascotto, say that 
the condition of things is encouraging do 
Cuban insurgents. It is ig that Gam- 
aguaya has been invaded by Gomez, who, 
with 3000 insurgents besieged Guaymaro 
on Monday. There were about two thou- 
sand Spaniards in the city. After the fight- 
ing became disastrous for the besieged, a 
regiment from Qadiz numbering about 
twenty-five hundred arrived, attacking the 
Cubans in the rear. 

Gomez quickly recovered from the on- 
elaught. While a small force kept up the 
conflict with the forces of the city, his 
main body faced the new enemy. Fighting 
was very flerce, but it is asserted that the 
etrategy of Gomez and the valor of the in- 
surgents resulted in a victory, and the 
regiment from Cadiz, it is ald, was cut 
to pleces. The city, the passengers say, 
ts in possession of the insurgents. The 
©uban loes in killed and wounded is put at 
700, and the Spanish loss at 3000. Small- 
pox and yellow fever are very prevalent. 
Campos is said to be greatly displeased 
with the situation, and the insurgent lead- 
ert are hopeful of another Cabinet crisis, 
which will require Campos to returh to 
Spam. The Cubans assert that diesatisfac- 
tion exiets among the troops over the 
execution of Gallego. This, on account of 
the fact that Mahey, who was taken to 
Havana for execution, was not executed, 
but was decorated with medals for valor. 

TWO BANDS DISPERSED. 

MADRID, May 10.—A dispatch received 
here from Havana states that the Spanish 
troops operating against the Cuban rebels 
have dispersed two bands, one commanded 
by Matagas and the other by Castillon, 
capturing their arms and ammunition. 

NEWS VIA MADRID. 

MADRID, May 10.—The defeat of the 
insurgents under Mategas has been offi- 
cially confirmed. The rebels set fire to 
the railway bridge between Caminos and 
San Luis.

PART OF THE SUBSCRIPTIONS TO 
BE RETURNED. 


The Market Has Receded and it is 
Not Necessary to Retain 
All the Capital 
Contributed.

NEW. YORK, May 10.—J. P. Morgan & 
Co. and August Belmont & Co., managers 
of the syndicate that undertook to place 
the last issue of government bonds, 
namely, $62,000,000 of 4 per cents., have 
sent notices to their associates that they 
would return 40 per cént. of the money 
contributed to that issue. 

The gross purchase price of the 4-per 
cent. bonds, issued last February, was in 
round figures $65,000,000, all of which the 
syndicate contracted with the government 
to pay in gold. One-half the amount was 
to be obtained by the sale of half the 
bonds abroad, and the remainder by mar- 
keting the bonds here. To insure the suc- 
cess of this programme, the two bank- 
ing houses mentioned, and their associates | 
paid into the treasury at once $32,500,000 
in gold. The bonds were sold in due time 
and the money received therefor from 
domestic purchasers has remained in the 
hands of the syndicate managers ever 
since. 

Under the syndicate’s contract its man- 
agers were entitled to use all this money 
until next October, chiefly for the purpose 
of controlling the market for sterling ev- 
change. That market has now receded 
owing to heavy sales of bills against secu- 
rities sold abroad, to a point that makes it 
unnecessary for the syndicate to retain 
all the capital contributed for its opera- 
tions since the return of a part of the 
amount. It is understood that payments 
will be made in checks, although members 
of the syndicate furnished gold when they 
became parties to the government-bond 
operation. 

MAKING IT PAY. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—The sum of $12,- 
000,000 in cash will soon be distributed 
among members of the Belmont-Morgan 
government-loan syndicate. This is pæy- 
ment of 40 per cent. of the $30,000,000 of 
gold advanced by the members of the syn- 
dicate for payment to the government of 
the first half of the new loan.

A MARINE POST. 


Mail Matter to be Delivered to Ves- 
sels Passing Detroit.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The Postmas- 
ter-General has decided to establish a ma- 
rine postal service at Detroit for the free 
delivery and collection of mail-matter of 
the vessels that pass up and down the 
Detroit River and carry a floating popu- 
lation of 2500 to 3000. 

More tonnage passes Detroit than any 
other port in the world. During the sea- 
son of navigation on the river a vessel 
passes Detroit every seven minutes every 
day. The new service will, therefore, be 
continuous and will be conducted by 
means of a steam launch, which will be 
used by the postal employees. The new 
service will be maintained through the 
free delivery appropriation in the Bureau 
of the First Assastant Postmaster-General. 
The mail will be delivered to the vessels 


by carriers, just as it is to ordinary busi- 
ness houses.

MR. WHITE’S INTRODUCTION. 

I propose to examine with some thor- 
oughness a book of 155 pages, entitled 
“Coin’s Financial School.“ 

“Coin,” it should be premised, is a 
youth about twelve years of age who opens 
a school to teach grown men tie science 
of finance. This is a piece of clap-trap. 
The science of finance does not come by 
nature, as reading and writing came to 
Dogberry, and t ts not particularly 
“catching.” It requires a considerable 
amount of study. The suggestion here 
thrown out that a boy can drop his mar- 
bles and spinning tops and deliver valua- 
ble lectures on this ecience is likely to 
prove captivating, however, to persons 
who would be glad to acquire it without 
any antecedent effort, although they 
would not attempt to play on the bones 


at a minstrel show without previous prac- 


tice. They may not perceive the inherent 
absurdity of taking lectures on this ab- 
struse subject from a4 y of twelve, al- 
though they would not take his advice on 
the subject of ehoeing a horse. 


THE ONE-LEGGED MAN. 


The book is largely made up of pictorial 
Mustrations which, of course, cannot be 
answered. If anybody is deluded in a 
financial discussion by a picture of aman 
with only one leg, his delusien may, per- 
haps, be cured by telling him that the 
single standard of silver is just as one- 
legged as the single standard of gold. The 
object of “Coin’s Financial School“ is to 
bring about the free coinage of silver at 
a legal ratio of 16 to 1 by the action of 
this country alone. As the market ratio 
of the two metals is 32 to 1, it is evident 
that this country cannot make sixteen 
ounces of silver equal in value to one 
ounce of gold when the whole world is 
offering thirty-two ounces of silver for 
one ‘ounce of gold. Therefore the propo- 
sal for free coinage by this country ain- 
gle-handed is a proposal to establish the 
single standard of silver, which is as well 
represented by a man with one leg as is 
the single standard of gold. 


CHAPTER I.—COIN’S FIRST FALSE- 
HOOD. 


Coin’s first picture is that of “Columbus 
Discovering America, 1492.” Immediately 
beneath it is a pretended guotation from a 
public document, which begins in this way: 

„At the Christian era the metallic money 
of the Roman empire amounted to 31,800, 
000,000. By the end of the fifteenth cen- 
tury it had shrunk to $200,000,000. (Dr. 
Adam Smith informs us that in 1455 the

e statement in parenthesis, which is 
introduced by Coin.“ is false in four dif- 
ferent ways, viz.: (1) R is false by con-

veying to the reader’s mind the idea that a! 
penny in 1455 was the same thing as a 
penny now; (2) it is false by conveying the 
idea that the price quoted was * average 
price ut that period in the world's history: 
(3) it ta false in giving Adam Smith as 
authority for the statement; (4) it is false 
in conveying the idea that the quantity 
of money in the world was the cause of the 
low price of wheat in 1455. 

The first thing in the quoted paragraph 
is a statement that at the Christian era 
there was a plentiful supply of money as 
compared with the later period. Now, we 

show. on the best possible authority, 
t the rate of wages 151 laboring 4 — 
this happy riod was nny : 
See — lege 1-16, which tells us that 
a certain householder went out early in 
the morning to hire laborers for his vine- 
yard, and that when he had agreed with 
them for a penny a day he sent them into bis 
vineyard. They were all satisfied and 
nothing happened to disturb their serenity 
until they found that some others, who had 
been hired later in the day, were also re- 
a nny. 
weed not ourselves with the 
sequel, since the only point important to 
our purpose is that the rate of wages at 
this affluent period was 1 penny per day. 

A penny in 1455 was not the same thing 
as a penny now. The penny was origin- 
ally the two hundred and fortieth part of 
a pound weight of silver, but monarchs 
had the habit of cutting pieces off the 
pound of silver and coining the re- 
mainder.into 240 pennies, putting the dif- 
ference into their own pockets. In this 
way the value of the penny was constantly 
declining till the reign of Elizabet in 
1455 the weight of the silver_penny was 
twice as great as it was in the time of 
Adam Smith; a fact carefully suppressed 
by Coin.“ 

The other three falsities may be dis- 
posed of in short order. The prices of 
wheat quoted at the end of book I of 
Smith’s Wealth of Nations“ are not 
given on his own authority. They are 
quoted as those of Fleetwood, and we are 
cautioned by Adam Smith, for various 
reasons, not to attach too much import- 
ance to them. Thus, refefring to previous 
writers who had taken Fleetwood’s tables 
as a basis, he says: 

“Thirdly, they seem to have been mis- 
led, too, by the very low price at which 
wheat was sometimes sold in very ancient 
times, and to have imagined that as its 
lowest price was then much lower than in 
later times. its ordinary price must like- 
wise have been much lower. They might 
have found, however, that in those ancient 
times its highest price was fully.as much 
above as its lowest price was below any- 
thing that had been known in later times. 
Thus in 1270 Fleetwood gives us two prices 
of the quarter of wheat. The one is 4 
16 shillings of the money of those times, 
equal to £14 8 shillings of that of the pres- 
ent; the other is 16 8 shillings, equal to 
£19 4 shillings of our preseht money. No 
price can be found in the end of the fif- 
teenth, or beginning of the sixteenth - 
tury, which approaches to the extrava- 
gance of these. 

“The price of corn, though at all times 
liable to variation, varies most in those 
turbulent and disorderly societies, in 
which the interruption of all commerce 
and communication hinders the plenty .of 
one part of the country_from relieving the 
society of another. In the disorderly state 
of England under the Plantagenets, who 
governed it from about the middle of the 
twelfth till toward the end of the fifteenth 
century, one district might be in plenty, 
whilé another at no great distance, by 
having its crop destroyed either by some 
accident of the seasons, or by the incur- 
sion of some neighboring baron, might be 
suffering all the horrors of a famine, and 
yet if the lands of some hostile lord were 
interposed between them one might not 
be able to give the least assistance to the 
other. Under the vigorous administration 
of the Tudors, who governed England dur- 
ing the latter part of the fifteenth and 
through the whole of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, no baron was powerful enough to 
dare to disturb the public security.“ 

Finally Fleetwood’s tables give the prices 
of wheat in 1453 at 5s 4d, and in 1457 at 7s 
8d per quarter, the intermediate year 1455 
being Is 2d per quarter, all being the 
money of that period, not of Adam 
Smith’s period. 

Colin“ wants to make it appear that the 
price of wheat in one particular year, 1455. 
was due to the shortage of money at that 
time. Let us apply that method of rea- 
soning to another case. It is within the 
recollection of many persons now living 
in Illinois and Iowa that the corn crop of 
some years before 1860 would not pay the 
cost of hauling it to the market, and con- 
sequently that it was consumed for fuel on 
the farms or sold for fuel in the adjoin- 


ing towns. I have been warmed by such 


fires myself. And this occurred at a time 
Which Coin’s Financial Fool would call 
“bimetallic;” that is, prior to 1873. Now 
the price of coal in those particylar vears, 
when corn was burned for fuel, did not 
exceed in the country towns $2 to $2.50 
per ton. It was a common estimate ih 
those times that there was as much fuel 
in a ton of corn as in a ton of coal. If 
this was true the value of corn myst have 
been between 6 and 8 cents per bushel. be- 
ing less than the price of wheat in 1455 as 
quoted by Fleetwood. What could be said 
of any future historian who should take 
that for the true price of corn in Illinois 
in the middle of the nineteenth century? 

We have not got through with this pre- 
tended quotation yet. Beginning where 
we left off above, it continues thus: 

“Population dwindled and commerce. 
arts, wealth and freedom all disappeared. 
The people were reduced by poverty and 
misery to the most degradéd conditions of 
serfdom and slavery. The disintegration 
of society was almost complete. History 
records no such disastrous transition as | 
that from the Roman empire to the Dark 
nes. The discovery of the New World bv 
Columbus restored the volume of precious 
metals, brought with it rising prices. eu- 
abled society to reunite its shattered links 
shake off the shackles of feudalism, and 
to uplift the almost extineuished torch of 
civilization.’ (Report United States Mon- 
etary Commission of 1878.) 

There was a monetary commission in 
1878 composed of Reuben E. Fenton, W. 
S. Groesbeck, Francis A. Walker and 8. 
Dana Horton.. The editor of the Indian- 
apolis Journal looked through the report 
of that year, and finding nothing of the 
kind here quoted, pronounced it a forgery. 
Then a reply was made by “Coin.” or 
somebody for him. that 1878 was a typo- 
graphical error; that it should have been 
1876. That meant the report of Senator 
Jones of Nevada and his commission. So 
the Journal took up that report, and dis- 
covered that the last sentence in the para- 
graph. the one referring to Columbus and 
the discovery of America, the only thing 
which gives any point to the pretended 
quotation, is itself a misquotation. We 
present below the sentence as it stands on 
page 50 ef the report. and as it stands in 
“Coin’s Financial School

“Various explanations have been given 
of this entire breaking down of the frame- 
work of society, but it was certainly coin- 
cident with a shrinkage in, the volume of 
money, which was also without historical 
parallel.

CHAPTER }i--OUR FIRST SILVER DOL- 
LAR. 

The next untruth taught in Coin's 
Financial School“ is that the silver dol- 
lar was the monetary unit in this country 
from 1792 to 1873. In order to make this 
more emphatic he gives us a blackboard 
with the figure 1 on it, this being ca!cu- 
lated to carry conviction to the school. 
The fact is, that the silver dollar was the 
monetary unit in this country before 1792, 
but never afterward. It was made such by 
te Congress of the confederation in 1785. 
This was the silver pego or pesata of 
Spain, which had been in circulation in 
the colonies more than a hundred years, 
and was called here a dollar. 

Now, in order to keep one's head clear 
it must be borne in mind that the. word 
unit means one thing, not two or more 


things; also that there are several dif- 
ferent kinds of units, as a unit of number, 
a unit of length, a unit of weight, a unit 
of value. We will now quote the law of 
1792 verbatim: 

“That there shall be, from time to time, 
struck and coined at the waid mint coins 
of gold, silver and copper of the following 
denominations, value and descriptions, viz: 
Eagle—each to be of the value of ten dol- 
lars or units, and to contain 247 grains 
and four-eighthe of @ grain of pure, or 
270 grains of standard gold. (Half eagles 
and quarter eagles of corresponding 
weights and fineness.) Dollars or units— 
each to be of the value of the Spanish 
milled dolar as the same is now current, 
and to contain 371 grains and four-six- 
teenths of a grain of pure, or 416 grains of 


standard, silver.“ 

The word “unit” as used in the law 
meant a unit of number. Coin wants us 
to understand that it Meant 4 unit of 
value. If it had meant a unit of value bi- 
metallism could not have been established 
Suppose the law had said, “apples and or- 
anges shall be legal tender, but only the 
apples shall be the unit of value.“ That 
would have been a contradiction of terms. 
Calling the apple the unit of value could 
make no possible difference to either 
debtor or creditor. 

Congress made the @ollar to consist of 
two different things, vis: twenty-four and 
three-fourths grains of pure gold and 271 
grains of pure silver. It called both of 
them units,“ meaning numerical units. 
Thus, it said that the eagle should contain 
ten of those units or dollars. This did not 
mean that the eagle should ‘contain 2712% 
grains of silver, which must have been 
the case if the silver dollar were the unit 
of value. On the contrary the law ex- 
pressly said that it should contain 247% 
grains of gold. What Congress decreed 
in 1792 was that the dollar should con- 
sist of either one or the other of two de- 
scribed su ces of fixed weight. The 
language was sufficient for all the pur- 
poses of establishing a mint and a system 
of coinage, which was the thing they had 
in mind. 

In order to throw a Httle dust in the 
reader’s eyes, the statement is made that 
the eagle was not to consist of ten units, 
but “to be of the value of ten dollars or 
units,” as though that could make any 
difference. The silver dollar, by the same 
law, was to be “of the value of a Spanish 
milled dollar as the same is now current.” 
It did not turn out to de so, however, 
and here comes in a. fact that it would be 
well to remember. The same law de- 
clared that the proportional weight of 
silver coins to gold coins should be as 15 
to 1. Now, Hamilton, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, had previously determined by 
experiment that the average weight of the 
Spanish milled dollar es then current was 
371, not 371% grains. Why was 371 
grains chosen? Because Hamilton had 
also ascertained that the Spanish dollar, 
A then current, was selling in the market 
for 24% grains of pure gold. So Congress 
multiplied 24% by 15 and took the result, 
371%, as the number of grains for the 
silver dollar. In other words, they de- 
termined, the weight of the silver dollar 
from the gold one, although there was 
then no gold dollar coined. 

But this American silver dollar never 
got into circulation at Bome. The Span- 
ish dollar, which was i actual circulation 
here, was abradéd by use about 2% grains. 
New Spanish dollars were worth that 
much more. It was soon discovered that 
our new dollar would pass in the West 
Indies as the equivalent of new Spanish 
dollars. Consequently they ran out of the 
country as fast as they were coined, went 
to the West Indies, where brokers col- 
lected new Spanish dollars in exchange 
for them and sent the latter back to our 
mint to be recoined. Every 100 new Span- 
ish dollars produced 101 American dollars, 
and none the latter remained at home 


because abraded Spanish dollars passed 


equally well in domestic trade. 

That was the reason why President 
Jefferson in 1805 gave an order to the mint 
to stop coining silver dcllarse—an order 
which, remained in force till 1836. Se this 
silver dollar never really got into circula- 
tion at all, either before 1836 or after- 
SS ertainly a queer kind of monetary 

This is not very important except as ex- 
posing a cunning play upon words. Coin“ 
wants to make it appear that a superi- 
ority was given to the silver dollar in 1792 
which it retained till 1873, and hence that 
a peculiar sacredness attaches to it, which 
is simply false. A superiority in law. did 
attach to it before 1792, as we have said, 
but it was expressly taken away by the 
act of that year, which first established the 
mint and coinage of the United States. 
CHAPTER III—ANOTHER FORGERY. 

At this point in the exercises we read 
that “Young Medill' starts up (there is 
no such person as young Medill,) and 
wants to know why it was that a great 
many foreign silver coins circulated in 
this country at their value as bullion be- 
fore the year 1860. Coin“ has an answer 
ready for him. “It had all been made 
legal tender,“ he says, by act cf Con- 
ress. We needed more silver than we 
had, and Congress passed laws making 
all foreign silver coins legal tender in this 
country.“ It is one of the axioms of the 
silverites that coins circulate by reason of 
their legal tender faculty and not of their 
metallic value. This is a fundamental 
proposition in Coin's Financial School.“ 
Hence, when confronted by the fact that 
upwards of two hundred different silver 
coins circulated in this country prior to 
1860, he must needs tell a lie to account 
for something which really knocks the bot- 
tom out of his whole system. 

“Coin” quotes the law, which he says 
sustains his statement, thus: 

“And be it further enacted, that from 
and after the passage of this act the fol- 
lowing foreign silver cog shall pass cur- 
rent. money within the United States 
and de receivable by tale for the pay- 
ment of all debts and demands at the 
rates following, that is.to say: the Span- 
ish pillar dollars and the dollars of Mex- 
ico, Peru and Bolivia,“ etc. 

The act referred to is that of March 3, 
1843. The lie here consists in the insig- 
nificant, etc., which is intended to in- 
clude all other foreign silver coins cir- 
culating in the United States prior to 1860. 
In order to show the falsity of this we 
quote the remainder of the section of this 
law, which is left to the reader’s im- 
agination in the innocent etc.“: 

“Of not less than 897-1000 in fineness 
and 415 grains in weight, at 100 cents 
each, and the five-franc pieces of France of 
not less than 900-1000 in fineness and 384 
grains in weight, at 93 cents each.”’ * 

By putting these two pieces together the 
reader will see that the only foreign 
silver coins made legal tender by this act 
were the dollars of Spain, Mexico, Peru 
and Bolivia, and the five-franc pieces (not 
the smaller coins) of France. Yet the 
writer says that it“ (meaning the foreign 
silver circulating here at that time,) “had 
all been made legal tender in the United 
States by act of Congress. 

The truth is that Congress made only 
two foreign silver coins legal tenden the 
dollar of Spain and the five-franc piece of 
France. The Spanish dollars which found 
their way hither being mostly coined in 
the Spanish-American mints, it became 
necessary, when these cclonies achieved 
their independence, to include their names 
in the list in order to avoid ambiguity. So 
t came about that the dollars of Mexico, 

ntral America, Chile, Peru and Bolivia 
were added to our legal-tender list at 
different times. The reason why the dol- 
lars of Spain and the five-franc pieces of 
France were made legal tender was that 
they were here, and in general use before 
the Constitution was adopted, the former 
having been the money of the colonies 
and the latter having been introduced in 
large quantities by the French armies 
during the revolutionary war. The French 
‘coins of that period were called crowns. 

It should be noticed that the Spanish 
and Spahish-American coins smaller than 
one dollar were never made legal tender 
in this country. People whose memory 
goes back of 1860, will recall the fact that 
the bulk of the Spanish and Mexican coins, 
circulating here, were the halves, quar- 
ters and cighths, latter being known 
in different parts of the country as the 
York shilling, the nine-pence, the levy and 
the’ bit, in addition to which there were 
English shillings, German thalers in large 
quantity and variety, besides rix dollars, 
specie dollars, Danish and Duteh coins. 
Even the rupees of India were quoted on 


* a ; 


the coin chart manuals published in New 
York at that time. It should be mentioned 
also that new Spanish dollars, fresh from 
the mint, circulated at one hundred and 
one cents each, and are so quoted on coin- 
chart manuals of that period. In other 
words, they passed for one cent more than 
their legal-tender value. Why was this’? 
Because their bullion value was more than 
a dollar. But the coins of France and 
Spain did not ciroulate here more readily 
than those of Germany, Austria, Holland, 
,Belgium and Denmark, which were not 
legal tender. 

The point is that this writer, pretend- 
ing to give people facts which few persons 
are familiar with, says that the precious 
metals circulate not by reason of their 
value as bullion, but because of their 
legal-tender quality, and when asked how 
it happened that a great variety of for- 
eign coins circulated here before 1860 at 
their bullion value, he says that they were 
all legal tender, and to support this propo- 
sition he misquotes a law of Congress. In 
order to give due solemnity to this and 
other falsehoods with which the book 
abounds, he prints next after his title- 
page this text of ¢cripture: 

“I thank thee, 0 Lord of heaven and 
earth, because Thou hast bid these things 
from the wise and prudent and hast re- 
vealed them unto babes.—Matthew, chap- 
ter xi, verse 25.“ 

Nobody who had not reached mature 
years could have concocted a forgery of 
this recondite and misleading character. 

MORE OF THE SAME KIND. 

Directly after the pretended quotation 
from the law making all foreign silver 
coins legal tender, on p. 10, Coin“ speaks 
of a scarcity of siiver. “On account of 
the scarcity of silver,“ he says, both 
Jefferson and Jackson recommended that 
dimes, quarters and halves would serve 
the people better than dollars, until more 
silver bullion could be obtained. This was 
the reason why only about eight million 
of the one hundred and five millions of 
silver were coined into dollars. 

This is pure fiction. Neither Jefferson 
nor Jackson ever made any such recom- 
mendation. Nor was there any “scarcity 
of siiwer”’ at that time. The reason why 
silver dollars were not coined by our mint 
between 1805 and 1836 has already been 
stated 


Next after this false statement about Jef- 
ferson and Jackson come the following: 

“During this struggle to get more sil- 
ver,“ continued Coin, France made a 
bid for it by establishing a ratio of 15% 
to 1, and as our ratio was 16 to 1, this 
made silver in France worth $1.03% when 
exchanged for gold, and as gold would 
answer the same purpose as ‘silver for 
money, it was found that our silver was 


h ratio of 15% to 1 was es- 
tablished in 1875, and was merely re-en- 
acted in 1808. Our ratio of 15 to 1 was 
established in 1792, and that of 16 to 1 in 
1834. So France “made a bid” for our 
silver seven years before we ‘had any ratio 
or any coinage at all, and forty-r‘ne years 
defore : had the ratio that Coin“ says 
enabled her to get it away from us.

Chile Gives Back the Seacoast She 


— 


Took from Bolivia. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

BUENOS AYRES, May 10.—(By South 
American Cable.) A dispatch from Val- 
paraiso states that a treaty of friendship 
has been concluded between Chile and Bo- 
livia, by which the former cedes to Bo- 
livia a small strip of territory and a por- 
tion of the Pacific, midway between Iqui- 
que and Pisaguay. Chile in return ree 
ceives commercial advantages. 

OF FAR-REACHING IMPORTANCE. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The conclusion 
of the Chfle-Bofivii treaty is said to be of 
far-reaching “importancé, particularly to 
Bolivia, as it makes the latter a Pacific 
Coast country, after it has been shut in- 
land for ten ycars. Oüclals say that when 
Chile concluded her war against Peru and 
Bolivia ‘the vectors took all the seacoast 
territory of Bolivia, leaving her land-locked 
like Switzerland, without an opportunity

for commerce by the Pacific, and 
to maintain a navy. 


In 1884 a treaty of true wae affected de- 


tween Chile and Bolivia, but the latter did 
not get back her coast territory. After 
remaining hemmed in for ten years. Bo- 
livia now gains a Pacific port and a strip 
of territory.

crossing Chilean soil, and it will permit 


a re-establishment of her navy. Minister 
Cana of Chile has not been officially ad- 
vised of the conclusion of the treaty.

“CARRYING COAIS,” ETC, It seems— 
especially to strangers who visit Cali- 
fornia—a remarkable thing to find even 
this State, which produces such immense 
quantities of fruit, and often finds it dif- 
ficult to market the same—to find this 
State using large quantities of imported 
jams, jellies and preserves. It does not 


excite so much surprise to find these | 


goods in the stores of Bastern cities, but 
that they should be brought 3000 miles 
across the Atlantic, from England and 
France, where fruits are scarce and dear, 
and then on an expensive railway trip 
3000 miles further, to a section where 
fruits are sold by the ton, is indeed calcu- 
lated to excite surprise. 

The San Jose grange has been discuss- 
ing this subject. It appears from state- 
ments that were made during this dis- 


cussion that the fault in this case does 
not He entirely with the California fruit 
men. A San Jose canner gave the fol- 


lowing as the result of his experience: 
“A few years ago I went into competi- 
with a Eurépean manufacturer on a large 
order for jams in ‘New York. Several ex- 
perts were called in and the goods were 
thoroughly analyzed. 
the foreign manufacutrer was in almost 


every case found to be adulterated, while 


that of the San Jose Fruit-packing Com- 
pany was found to be perfectly pure. Not- 
withstanding this fact, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that our price was equally 
low, the buyer felt obliged to purchase a 
large proportion of the foreign goods, as 
his customers were in the habit of using 
them and he considered it useless to work 
up a trade on a better article, even though 
it cost less money. In consequence, after 
proving that our goods were superior, we 
only received a small portion of the or- 
der. So long as so many of our wealthy 
Amerlcan fathers are seeking to provide 
their daughters with foreign princes, and 
the rest of the family with foreign jams, 
we shall have more or less discourage-

Dun’s Weekly Review. 


NEW YORK, May 10.—R. G. Dun & 
Company’s weekly review of trade, which 
issues tomorrow, will say that the event 
of the week is the jon of 
foreign exchange caused by enormous 
gales of bonds abroad. Besides a sale“ of 
$10,000,000 of Manhattan and other rail- 
road bonds through the syndicate, large 
purchases on foreign account have been 
recorded for some weeks so that the aggre- 
gate probably excéeds $50,000,000 since 
the sale of governments. Safety for the 
summer means much for all business and 
the syndicate deems it so fully assured 
that it distributes 40 per ‘cent. of the 
money advanced by the associates, which 
leaves a large amount to stimulate opera- 
tions in securities and products. The crop 
prospects also have greatly improved and 
this is of still higher importance as it 
will do much to determine the character 
and volume of all business after summer 
uncertainties are over. In addition, busi- 
ness is reviving, although the gain in the 
industries is retarded by many strikes.

AN ARTILLERY DUEL.

Advocate. In fact, Mr. White fires heavy 
argumentative guns, and fires them point 
blank, raking the other fellow“ fore and 
ak, not to say from stem to stern. 

The whole constitutes a most interesting 
compilation on a subject of the greatest 
interest, amd will afford interest and pos- 
sibly profit to every reader. Only the first 
portion of Mr. White's criticism ts pub- 
lished in this fssue; the remaining por- 
tions will be published in The Times to- 
morrow. 


A BAD MESS. 


City Attorney Dunn informed the Coun- 
cil yesterday that the refunding bonds 
voted at the recent election were not legal, 
and that Street, Wykes & Co., the New 
York firm whose bid secured them, had 
refused to take the bonds because of 
their invalidity. — 

This is a bad state of affairs. The city, 
in disposing of these refunding bonds, 
supposably in accordance with the forms 
of law, secured excellent, terms, which 
would have yielded a premium of some 
$20,000 over and above the face of the 
bonds. The refusal of Street, Wykes & Co. 
to take the bonds will probably, as the 
case appears at present, cause the city to 
Jost this premium. However, the refusal 
is perfectly proper, for the city could not 
afford to have spurious or doubtful bonds 
outstanding any more than Street, Wykes 
& Co. could afford to hold such bonds. 

The matter is so much involved at pres- 
ent writing that it is not easy to discover 
just what course offers thé shortest way 
out of the dilemma. All the trouble seems 
to have arisen because of the enact- 
ment of a new law by the Legislature, at 
its recent session, materially changing the 
mode of refunding bonds of municipalities. 

This law, so nearly as can be gleaned 
from a cursory perusal of its involved 
and ambiguous sentences, directs that the 
council, by a four-fifths vote, may provide 
for refunding, without submétting the 
question to the people at all; also that 
the new bonds must be tendered first of all 
to the holders of the bonds which it is 
desired to refund. If the holders of the 
old bonds are willing to exchange them 
for new ones, the exchange is to be made, 
presumably at par, though the law is sin- 
gularly and awkwardly silent on this point. 
If the holders réfuse to exchange, and 
will deposit their bonds for redemption in 
some reliable depository, new bonds may 
be sold to the highest bidder in sufficient 
quantity to pay off the old bonds. But 
suppose the old bonds have not matured, 
and the holder refuses to accept new bonds 
or to deposit the old bonds for redemp- 
tion, what then? The new law appears 
to be silent on this important point, and 
the inference is that the matter must be 
left to a inscrutable providence. 

At first thought it would seem that the 
City Attorney was inexcusably derelict in 
mot knowing the law, so as to have 
avoided the unnecessary trouble and ex- 
pense of holding an election, which was 
of no binding effect or validity as affecting 
the refunding question. But his explanation 
of this matter relieves him in part, if not 
altogether, from blame. The new law was 
not approved by Gov. Budd until March 27, 
and the laws enacted by the Legislature 
Were not printed officially until some time 
afterward. The first steps were taken by 
the Council toward the refunding-bond 
election on March 25, two days before the 
act changing the procedure of refunding 
Became a law. Still, it would seem as if

STATE ROADS IN MASSACHU- 
SETTS. 


The work of the States Road Commis- 
sion in Massachusetts, or as it is now 
termed, the Highway Commission, shows 
very gratifying results. A temporary com- 
mission was appointed in 1892 to examine 
and report on the condition of the roads in 
the State. The work was shown to be of 
such importance that a bill passed the 
Legislature making the Highway Commis- 
sion a permanent one, and appropriating 
$300,000 to be expended under the immedi- 
ate supervision of the commission in con- 
structing new roads and rebuilding old 
ones. 


The plan adopted was to build, sectio 
by section, such roads as would connect 
the great centers of trade in the State and 
join with through roads in other States, so 
that both local and interstate communica- 
tion might be benefited. Last January the 
Highway Commission rendered its report 
of the work done in 1894, and thie publi- 
eatlon should be consulted by other States 
considering legislation in the matter of 
good roads. The prime mover in the Old 
Bay State in this very important matter is 
Albert A. Pope, to whom every credit 
should be given, for he has for many years 
devoted to it a large portion of his time 
and personally expended many thousands of 
dollars in inaugurating and advancing this 
reform. 


THE LATE BOND ELECTION. 


Speaking of the results of the vote in 
this city on the issuance of municipal 
bonds the Gan Francisco Bulletin Gays: 

“The people of Los Angeles have voted 
on the bond proposition with their usual 
good judgment. They voted aye on the 
proposition to bond the city for $30,000 to 
procure land for headworks for a water 
system, and on the proposition to raise 
$40,000 in bonds for a new jan; and they 
voted no on the proposition to issue $200,- 
000 of bonds for a park, a museum and a 
public library. This ie an example which 
San Francisco may study to advantage. 

“Los Angeles teaches us that there is 
middle course between the two opinions 
which is in line with a true spirit of en- 
terprise, and yet not antagonistic to sound 
principles of economy. She votes to bond 
herself for initial steps toward the crea- 
tion of a municipal water system. That 
is judicious. .. But when they are 
asked to bond the city for improvements 
which are objects of luxury and embel- 
lishment, such as the establishment of 
new parks, the erection of fine monu- 
ments, the paving of streets, the opening 
of handsome avenues, the answer will 
probably de that if the people want these 
things badly they should pay for them out 
of the proceeds of a special tax—unless, in- 
deed, the prosperity of the city be such 
that lavish expenditure to beautify it is 
warranted’ by the circumstances of its 
people.“ 

This comment is straight to the essen 
tial point. Let Los Angeles first amply 
provide herself with the necessaries for the 
wellbeing of her citizens, the luxuries will 
come all in good time. What the San 
Francisco Bulletin has to say on the re- 
sult of the election is in strict accordance 
with public sentiment here. 


"WONDER TOWNS’”—REDLANDS. 


The members of the Press Association 
of California who visited Los Angeles dur- 
ing the flesta, and later made excursions 
to interior peints, were much surprised 
over the many evidences of enterprise and 
wealth which they saw during their trip 
through Southern California. One of the 
members, writing to the Oakland (Cal.) 
Enquirer, says, speaking of Redlands: 

“The counties south of Tehachepi are 
full of ‘wonder towns,’ ‘each claiming to 
surpass the rest, but the really most re- 
markable municipal product is the Mttle 
city of Redlands, which is eight years old 
and has 5000 inhabitants. Its area is sev- 
enteen Square miles, which includes, in ad- 
dition to the comparatively emall area oc. 
cupied by the business quarter, a vast ex- 
tent of fruit orchards. It is a Southern 
California idea that agricultural land can 
juet as well be under city government as 
ground devoted to business blocks or resi- 
dences, and in Redlands the plan does not 
work badly. 

“This is the best-built small city I 
ever saw,’ was the exclamation of more 
than one member of the Press Association 
who visited Redlands a few weeks ago, and 
the surprise expressed was justified, for 
every building in the business quanter is 
of brick; more than that, most of the 
structures are two or more stories high, 
and possess some Architectural preten- 
sions. Even the streets are paved with 
brick, and, what is more remarkable, they 
are kept clean. The cleanest street in 
Oakland would be filthy by comparison.” 


‘The Commercial’ Bulletin (Los Angeles) 
is away off when it says that “South 
California“ is correct, instead of Southern 
California.” It cites as reasons, South 
Carolina and South Dakota. The two jat- 
ter are States, not parts of a State. By 
Southern California is meant—and under- 
stood by those who have any wunder- 
standing—the southern portian of the State 
of California.

"WRITE-UPS,’”? PAID AND OTHER- 
WISE. 


In the course of am editorial in the Gac- 
ramento Record-Union praising the San 
Francisco Call for its enterprise under the 
new management, and especially for the 
männer in which it is writing up“ the 
sold industries of the State—which praise 
is fully deserved—the Record-Union says: 

“Until the Call established the precedent 
of writing up gratuitously the attractions 
offered by the various interior points, the 
San Francisco press did nothing in this 
relation without ample pay. We have per- 
sonal cognizance of an instance where a 
San Francisco journal charged a town in 
the Sacramento Valley $1500 per page to 
describe its location, surroundings and 
commercial advantages. It is the testi- 
mony of the people of the village that 
they mever heard from the publication; 
that ft did not induce a single inquiry con- 
cerning their ilocality. 

“The instinct for growth is eo strong in 
new communities that a vast amount of 
money is always obtainable for the pur- 
poses of inducing immigration. Eastern 
publications have reaped a rich harvest out 
of this disposition. The New York Sun 
sent an agent to California instructed to 
give the State a general write-up for 
$150,000. After a diligent canvass he 
found it impracticable to secure a con- 
sensus of action concerning the State. It 
did succeed in securing write-ups of a few 
localities. The metropolitan press, Doth 
daily and weekly, have for the past twerty 
years found the write-up industry a pro- 
Une source of profit. The new manage- 
ment of thé Call placed its columns at the 
disposal of enterprising localities in the 
State free, and for the first time, therefore, 
im the history of journalism in this State 
the metropolitan press has manifested a 
laudable disposition to promote the growth 
and prosperity of the territory supporting 
the city in which these publications are 
published. 

„As the originator of the liberal policy, 
the Call deserves well at the hands of the 
people of the Pacific Coast.“ 

The criticism of the Record-Union on 
this system of paid write-ups“ is fully 
deserved. It is, indeed, astonishing that 
intelligent communities such as those 
which are found in California should per- 
mit themselves to be bled im such an out- 
rageous manner for so-called descriptive 
matter, for which they pay a high price 
per line to outside journale—sometimes of 
dubious circulation and influence—which 
have no interest whatever in the prosperity 
and progress of the section that they pre- 
tend to describe, while at the same time 
the local journal, which labors year in 
and year out to advance the interests of 
the community in which it is published, is 
neglected, and frequently forced to sus- 
pend for lack of patronage. 

As we have remarked, the criticiem of 
the Sacramento paper on thie objectionable 
eystem is thoroughly deserved; but The 
Times will not permit a case of modesty to 
restrain it from mentioning that it was 
regularly pursuing this policy of issuing 
descriptive matter regarding the section 
in which it ciroulates chiefly, that is to 
say, of Southern California, and did this 
“without money 4nd Without price many 
years’ before the San Francisco Call 
changed management. During the past ten 
years The Times has issued at least a 
dozen special numbers, fully describing the 
country south of the Tehachepi and its 
various principal subdivisions. We do not 
say this in a spirit of boasting, because 
we consider it the simple duty as well as 
the plaim interest of every enterprising 
journal to do such work, but we merely 
mention it to show that the new and en- 
lightened policy which has been adopted 
by the San Francisco Call is by no means 
a novelty in the State, although it may be 
in San Francisco.

How the Product is Received in the 
East. 


(Pharmaceutical Era, New Vork) 
Charles Stern is about to prove to those 
who have always claimed that good olive 
oil could not be produced in this country 
that they do not know what they are talk- 
ing about. His house, Charles Stern & 
Sons, will shortly receive from California 
a Small consignment of olive oil for the 
retail trade. This is only a sample of what 
is to come, but it will show to judges of 
Olive oll that we can turn out a superior 
article. Mr. Stern does not expect to make 
mvaey on California olive oil just at pres- 
ent. His motive for introducing_it is a. 
sentimental one. He wants to be identified 
with the first production of real olive oil 
in this country. He says concerning the 
manufacture of olive ofl: “Although the 
cost of making olive ofl in California now 
is very great, yet I think the time is not 
far distant when we 
olive oll in California n is produced in 
all Europe. I have allowed 
sample some of this of], and they say/it 
is way above the best oil made jn E 


hall produce more 


pres- 
mar- 
ket yet, having just enough to let peo- 
ple see what we could do. A quart bot- 
tle of this oll will retail for not less than 
$1.50, and that will only give us our money 
back. But that oil is the very cream! I 
think we shall find our best trade among 
. Italians, for they know what good 
oll is. 

“Olive trees begin to bear in about seven 
or eight years, and they live ages. They 
need less care, too, than most fruit-bear- 
ing trees. If I were a young man I would 
like nothing better than to get 10,000 acres 
of land in the right section of California 
and start raising okives. At present the 
great difficulty is in securing olives enough 
for making oil. There is an immense de- 
mand for pickled olives, the fruit sellin 
at from $110 to $120 a ton. For this sma 
consignment of off I had to order the 
olives as far back as last November so as 
to be sure. After a time I think that pos- 
sibly the price of the best olive ofl from 
California will come down to something 
like 75 cents a quart bottle, but it will be 
some years yet.“ 

Mr. Stern intends to surprise the East- 
ern folks not only with his olive oil, but 
with raisins of great size and quality. He 
will return to Los Angeles shortly. He 
is in excellent health and says business is 
first-class.

A Matter of Discipline. 
POLICE BOARD INVESTIGATES VIO- 
LATIONS OF RULES. 

Charges which had been preferred 
against four of the officers of the police 
foree were investigated by the Police 
Commission at a special meeting of that 
body yesterday morning. One of the offi- 
cers was discharged from the force and 
three of them escaped with suspensions - 
for certain periods. : 

The case of Officer Shearon was first 
taken up. Obitef Glass stated that infers 
mation had come to him to the effect that 
on or about the evening of April 10 
Shearon said in the presence of other offi- 
cers that he (Glass) was hot fit to be 
Chief and made other disrespectful re- 
marks about him. He believed that in 
omer to maintain proper discipline in the 
force it would be necessary to see to it 
that this sort of thing was not tolerated. 

Officer Collins, being called as a wit- 
ness, stated that at the time in question 
he and Shearon were in front of the po- 
lice station and while they were in con- 
vorsatlon something was said in refer- 
ence to a movement to remove Chief 
Glass. Shearon said that Chief Glass 
ought to be removed and was no good, or 
samething to that effect. Collins re- 
marked to Ghearon at the time that he 
bad nothing to say againet the Chief, who 
had always treated him well. 

Shearon said at the time that he was 
not afraid to express his opinion of the 
Chief and accused him (Collins) of being 
afraid to do so. 

Officer Lennon, being also called as a 
witness, stated that he took part in the 
conversation in question and when some- 
thing was said about a rumor that an at- 
tempt was to be made to remove Chief 
Glass, Shearon said that he hoped it was 
true. Shearon also accused Collins of 
being afraid to speak his mind and aid 
that he (Shearon) could keep his job in 
epite of the Chief.

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Crops and Markets. 

The warm weather during the past week 
bas been excellent for all varieties of grow- 
ing crops, and good reports are received 
from all sections of Southern California. 
With the exception of apricots, which will 
be a short crop, the outlook is good for all 
deciduous fruits, and there is a prospect 
that fair prices will be realized by the 
growers. 

The navel oranges are now almost all 
shipped, and seedlings are going forward at 
@ good rate. There are a good many St. 
Michael oranges for sale on the fruit 
stands. This variety of orange, ‘which is 
thin-skinned and very juicy, is growing in 
popularity with the public, and growers 
Would do well to include it among the va- 
rieties of oranges which they plant in set- 
ting out orchards. 

The local market for lemons still con- 
tinues dull, owing to the fact that so many 


Small growers have been sending in their 


fruit. From the East it is reported that 
the demand for lemons is improving, and 
that there is every prospect that prices will 
advance materially in the near future. Lo- 
cal markets are beginning to receive decid- 
uous fruits in considerable quantities. 
Cherries are reaching a price at which 
“people of moderate means can afford to eat 
@ few. A few apricots have come in and 
from now on the receipts of this fruit will 
increase rapidly, trom day to day. Among 
other fruits that are offered for sale are 
strawberries, raspberries, currants and 
gooseberries. Loquats are also coming into 
market more plentifully. 

The receipts of new hay have not, so far, 
bad the effect of reducing prices as much 
as was expected, but it does not look as if 
present quotations could de maintained 
much longer. 

Butter and eggs have been a little more 
stéady during the past week, and potatoes 
dave deen in good demand at current rates. 


Reduced Transportation Charges. 


Important changes are being made in 
the transportation of fruit products to the 


_ Bast, and these changes are in the in- 


a

terest of the fruit-growers, who have long 
been urging some reduction in the cost of 
transportation. As The Times has al- 
ready mentioned» the Southern Pacific 
Company has made an important reduc- 
tion in the freight on fruit from local 
points to the place of departure on the 
overland system. Another important im- 
provement in the transportation of fruit is 
the substitution of ventilated cars for re- 
frigerator cars. Both the Southern Pa- 
ac and the Union Pacific will put on 
500 ventilated cars for this service by the 
lot of July. This will make a reduction 
ot $125 per car for refrigeration, or, in the 
aggregate, a saving to the fruit growers 
of California of more than $500,000. 

Not only this, but in the case of cher- 
ries and other tender fruits which may 
tin have to be shipped in refrigerator 
ears, there is a prospect that a large re- 
duction in the cost of such shipment may 
be obtained. The Interstate Commerce 
Commission has recently made a decision 
which is of great importance to California 
fruit-growers. The Truck-farmers’ Asso- 
clation of Charleston complained to the 
commission that the railroads, constitut- 
ing the Atlantic Coast Dispatch line, and 
other through lines were charging so ex- 

bitant a rate on strawberries to New 
York and other Northern cities that the 
¢rop could not be marketed. After hearing 
ali the evidence, the commission ordered 
@ reduction of the refrigeration charge 
from 2 cents to 1% cents a quart, leaving 
the freight charges untouched. This is a 
reduction of 32 cents a hundfed pounds, 
which foots up heavily by the carload. The 
commission further decided as follows: 

1. The railroad companies, and not the 
owners of the refrigerator cars, furnish 

whole service to the shipper, and there 
is no privity of contract-between the car- 
owner and the shipper. 

2. It is the duty of the railroad com- 
panies to furnish an adequate car equip- 
ment for all the business they undertake, 
and also whatever is essential to the 


safety and preservation of the traffic in 
transit. 


3. The companies, being bound by the 
provisions of sec. 1 of the act to regu- 
late commerce, shall not permit or collect 
an excessive or unreasonable charge for 
refrigeraticn. 

It appears that under this decision the 
fruit-growers ought to be able to secure 
more liberal charges for the transporta- 
tion of fruit. 


Pull Together. 

A corespondent of the Fresno Republi- 
can, writing of the necessity of co-opera- 
tion among fruit-growers in the market- 
ing of fruit, says that “even wild geese 
recognize the necessity for organization, 
and follow some chosen leader“ This 
is very aptiy put. It is indeed a wonder 
that it has taken so long to convince 
fruit-growers of the necessity that they 
should work in harmony, and combine 
for their mutual advantage. Even now 
there are a great many of them who hang 
back, somewhat disinclined to co-operaze 
with each other.

ot his valley is what sells, or 
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any greater amount of skill and experience 


handicaps the sale of it. There should 
be a local institute devoted to the Alssem- 
ination of practical ideas—a echoo! of hor- 
ticulture, where neighbora may exchange 
facte relating to fruit culture, give ex- 
periments in adaptation of fertilizers, in 
pruning, and especially the greatest of 
all—irrigation, for therein the most care- 
ful orchardist may unmake a crop with 
all other points strictly favorable. We be- 
lieve our orange growers fail in the line 
of conference upon local conditions and lo- 
cal experience more than in any other. 
They read carefully a great deal of matter 
relating to their trade, but much of it 
lacka the essént‘al of local adaptation. 

“The Pomotropic has often found fault 
with our citrus fairs because they are 
devoted to the stimulation of more orange- 
growing instead of better. We have asked 
that a special department be established 
in these fairs where the practical side of 
orange-cuiture could be shown and pnac- 
tical ideas be heard, tending to produce 
more unifrom and better fruit. To be 
sure, the fine displays are a stimulation 
to better effort, but where are the ideas 
to be found of how to make dt. Only a 
few, comparatively, take part in these 
exhibitions, and all are aware that the 
fruit shown is most carefully selected and 
in little wiee represents the orchards from 
whence ft came. Excellence in the whole 
orchard and in all the orchards is what 
we need, both for the reputation it gives 
the valley and in the economy, it en- 
genders in ‘the handling of the fruit 
through the now prevalent co-operative 
plan. We protect the individual from con- 
tamination from his neighbor’s insect 
pests, why not protect him from the con- 
tamination of his markets by a neigh- 
bor’s slovenly culture of the fruit? This 
can only be done by persuading him that 
better horticultural hygienics is the only 
salvation of the business, and that he 
should know in advance that his associa- 
tion or his broker cannot get a price for 
his fruit if it measly and ummarketable. 
A general awakening along this ne is the 
crying need of the orange industry in 
Southern California, and, indeed, # will 
be difficult to hold together the unity 
plan, acknowledgedly s> essential, unless 
there is also a unity of effort in the 
production of good fruit. We hope these 
words will not fall altogether upon inat- 
tentive ears, but that they may have some 
effect on the slovenly bhorticulturist in 
this valley and stimulate him to do well 
and the great majority df our wide awake 
growers to do better. It is a matter 
of paramount importance to all who expect 
to occupy the field of orange-growing, for 
the next few years it bids fair to be the 
most profitable phase of soil culture on the 
face of the globe.“ 


Beans. 

Reports from the Bast are to the effect 
that beans will be one of the produc‘s that 
are going to bring good prices this year. 
The Eastern bean-eaters have come to rely 
very largely upon Southern California for 
their beans. Hitherto the cultivation of this 
crop in Southern Oalifornia has beer 
chiefly confined to the two counties of 
Ventura and Santa Barbara, but there 
seems to be no reason why they should not 
be raised equally well in some sections of 
the five other counties. 

The growing of beans does not require 


than is neeced in the cultivation of ordi- 
nary farm products. 

As the climate is rainiess from planting- 
time to harvest, beans that require poles 
or trellis to prevent mildew in the East 
cap be allowed to cover the ground here, 
and can be gathered and cured without 
trouble or damage. Those who have 
raised a crop of beans in localities where 
rains are common, and have gone over the 
eld two or three times, pulling those ripe 
by band, then carefully stacked them in 
little heaps in the fleld, and been obliged ; 
to epread them out to dry two or three 
times before they could be housed, and 
then found after they were threshed that 
so many were mouldy that they must be 
hand-picked to be merchantable, would 
best realize these conditions. Beans are 
planted in April, as soon as signe of frost 
are over, upon land that has been very 
thoroughly prepared. They are cultivated 
so often that no weed has a chance to 
grow until the vines shade the ground and 
impede cultivation. Pretty soon the field 
will be a complete. mat. When they are 
ripe, they are gone over with a bean cut- 
ter that runs two rows at a time and cuts 
the tap root. This can be arranged by 
having. a couple of knives properly ad- 
justed to take the place of the outside 
teeth of the onme-horse cultivator. After 
the tap roots have been cut, the beans are 
raked into windows, allowed to cure, chen 
hauled to the machine and easily threshed. 
As there are no summer rains, farmers 
have no trouble in guarding against 
mouldy beans. Crops have been known to 
pay more than the price cf the land they 
grew im But om the average $40 to $60 
net proceeds per acre is considered a fairly 
satisfactory yield of beans. The lima bean, 
navy white and red ~beags, from 
which Spanish and Mexican people 


make their highly-relished frijoles. are 
the principal varieties grown for ex- 
port. They are in large demand at 


every seaport, as well as at the mining 
and lumber camps. Many varieties of 
string beans are raised for the local mar- 
ket and for canning, Dut that is a separate 
business, coming more properly under the 
head of vegetable or truck farms. The suc- 
— machine for threshing beans is a 
ifornia specialty. 


Parthenogenesis Among Plants. 

An interesting paper was read at the last 
meeting of the Southern California Pomo- 
logical Society, at Escondido, by Prof. 
A. J. Cook, of Claremont. 

The paper is too lengthy to be printed in 
full in these columns. The following are 
the conclusions arrived at by Mr. Cook: 

First—Generally the pericarp of fruit 
and vegetables is not immediately affected 
by cross-pollimation. 

Second—There are a few cases where 
there has been obvious and immediate 
effect of cross-pollination, enough excep- 
tions surely to prove the above rule. 

Third—The Washington navel, and prob- 


development as to size and flavor. Navel 
oranges, then, unlike most fruit, should 
be planted in a solid block, and it 6 all 
the better if no other variety is near by. 

Eighth—It seems probable that the 
stigma of the navel is slow to take any 
pollen, else we would have more cross- 
pollination and more navels with seeds. 

Ninth—As the navel is correlated with 
seediesaness and consequent excellence, 
we may be even more pleased with the char- 
acteristic mark of the navel orange, and re- 
joice that our favorite fruit has so appro- 
priate a name, which te significant as 4 
sign of surpassing excellence, especially as 
this orange par excellence can be grown 
nowhere else to the marvelous perfection 
which marks its production in our own 
rich, sunny Southern California. 

Tenth—lIf it be true, as some affirm, that 
the Washington navel in some sections of 
Southern California is of surpassing excel- 
lence; if the fruit, as is often asserted, is 
better in some orchards than in others 
even in the same neighborhood, and if, as 
some believo, it is superior in parts of the 
same orchard, then these facts are to be 
explained not by pollination, but by differ- 
ences of soil, possibly aided by more favor- 
able climate in case of different sections. 
Everywhere in the organic world, among 
animals as well as plants, high develop- 
ment and superior excellence are accom- 
panied with greater impressibility, sensi- 
bility and susceptibility to changes through 
environment. And so the unapproachable 
navel orange is quick to feel the hand of 
environments and quick to respod to the 
most delicate influence that may look to 
its deterioration or to its betterment.

The Russian Thistle. 


(N. B. Leckonby in the Bakersfield Cal- 
ifornian:) In view of the fact that Kern 
county is dependent largely upon agri- 
culture and that that industry is threat- 
ened by the invasion of the Russian this- 
tle, it behooves us to use all necessary 
means to keep it out of this section. The 
county Should be carefully looked over 
and if any be found a flock of sheep should 
be pastured on the weods till all are de- 
etroyed. This method is very effective 
while the plants are young, but of no 
avail when the thorns develop. 

All trails from Antelope Valley need 
careful examination, also along the sides 
of railroads. ‘Fhe danger of the plants 
getting a start is not so much in culti- 
veted fields as in the wild, uncultivated 
parts. One dollar spent in prevention will 
do more good than thousands after it fs 
ce‘ablished. I have specimens growing 
which will be scaided and dried as soon 
as lange encugh, when every farmer, ditch- 
tender and others ought to become famil- 
jar with it and report its appearance to 
those in charge. I would suggest that a 
circular be cent to every one in the 
county, desert bing and calling attention to 
the weed. Immediate action is necessary 
to work to the best advantage, without 
which we shall not be able to keep it out. 
There is a State law empowering the Su- 
pervisors to meet just such an emergency, 
which places the welfare of the people in 
their hands in this particular. 


STOCK 


No animal can live wholly on food that 
has too concentrated nutrition. When 
meal is given some coarser feed must be 
cut up aud mixed with it to make the 
ration bulky enough for the gastric juice 
to properly act upon it. What this 
coarser material shall be does not much 
matter, provided it is something that is 
itself digestible. Cut hay mixed with 
corn meal is commonly given for horses, 
but for cows cut straw and corn stalks 
is generally substituted for the hay. 
Straw has less nutrition than hay, and 
what it has is mainly carbonaceous. But 
it is for that fact the better fitted to 
mix with linseed and -cotton-seed meal, 
that have a large excess of the nitrogen- 
ous elements of nutrition. 


Early Maturity of Stock. 


(American Cultivator:) All our domestic 
animals come to maturity much earlier 
than used to be the case. The regular 
supply of food in sufficient quantities 
brings all animals to the breeding age 
much earlier than they would come when 


in a wild state and dependent wholly 
on their own,exertions. As the breed- 
ing is earlier there is less vitality in 
the progency and a much greater sus- 
ceptibility to disease. In the wild state, 
too, the weaklings are killed off by ex- 
posures to the weather from which 
animais that are domesticated are care- 
fully shielded. Thus in one case only the 
most vigorous survive to perpetuate their 
kind, while in the other the progeny is 
from both the weak and strong, and there- 
fore possesses a smaller degree of consti- 
tuttonal vigor, Sheltering too warmly 
promotes early breeding, and therefore 
tends to diminish size and health. In the 
Channel Islands cattle this early breeding 
and early maturity has run to excess. It 
is the stock that has been pushed too 
rapidly and forced to premature breed- 
ing that now suffers most from tuber- 
culosis. One of the best ways to check 
this disease is to reverse this process. 
Heifers of the small breeds should de 
well into their third year before being 
allowed to drop a calf, and in the mean- 
time they ought not to be fed so as to 
induce a tendency to fatten. It is too 
great a burden to put on a young heifer, 
itself not half grown, to set it to growing 
a calf while itself needing all it can 


digest to maintain its own growth. 


There are but a few, comparatively, in 
this country who devote their attention 
exclusively to poultry, though there is 
room for thousands of poultry farms 
There is no reason why a fair income 
may not be derived in the neighborhood 
of any town or city in the poultry busi- 
ness.

Diarrhoea in Calves. ‘ 


(American Cultiyator:) A. A. Wallace, 
Marlborough, N. H.: Your fattening 
calves have perhaps been overfed or have 
possibly been given milk that is cold. 
This will induce diarrhoea, which once 
begun is very difficult to stop. All the 
cases of diarrhoea that we have treated 
have been cured by mixing a tablespoon- 
ful of fine wheat flour with a small 
amount of water and cooking it until the 
flour was scorched. This is then put in 
the mess of milk and fed warm. But 
there is another kind of diarrhoea that 
begins when the calf is born and con- 
tinues until it results in the death of the 
animal. The oea has given much 
trouble to Western dairymen. It is con- 
tagious and is undoubtedly propagated by 
germs. We do not know that any cure 
for this diarrhoea has been discovered. 
probably needs antispetics. Keep the 
calves that have diarrhoea by themselves, 
and throw diluted carbolic acid on the 
bedding to destroy germs that may have 
away with the excrement. But 
for its virulent poisonous qualities a dilu- 
tion of corrosive sublimate would be a 
better antiseptic than the carbolic acid. 
If the calf is tied, a weak solution of 
corrosive sublimate may be thrown on the 
wet and soiled bedding behind it. The 
best harmless antiseptic is glycozone, a 
compound of glycerine and ozone. A table- 
spoonful in a cup of warm water will de- 
stroy germs in the stomach. The injec- 
tion of a similar dose in the rectum is 
also advisable. It may be that the diar- 
rhoea is due to the milk. It will be wel)

DEATH FROM AN ACCIDENTAL 
OVERDOSE OF MORPHINE. 


A Fortnightly Lecture—Readings

PASADENA, May 10.— Special Core- 
spondence.) Dr. O. T. Maxson, for about a 
ar a residgnt of Pasadena, died at his 

on Adella avenue Thursday evening 
from an overdose of morphine taken to re- 
eve paln. Dr. Maxson has been in poor 


health for a long time, and it was on this 


account that he gave up bis practice in 
Evanston, III., and sought to recuperate 
here. Catherine L. Steiner, the house- 
keeper of the Maxson family, who has been 
with them since childhood, was the only 
witness. of the unfortunate accident by 
witich the doctor lost his life. She was 
alone in the house with him, his wife and 
daughter having accompanied some dapart- 
ing friends to the train. After the guests 
had left the house, the old gentleman com- 
plained of feeling III and took from his 
Medicine case a white powder which he 
mixed with water and drank. He then 
went out into the grounds and walked 
about for a short time, but soon returned, 
and Miss Steiner, observing that he walked 
as though exceedingly giddy, assisted him 
to a chair. Knowing that Dr. Maxson had 
been in the habit of taking hypodermic in- 
jections of the drug to quiet pain, Miss 
Steiner asked him if he had taken mor- 

hine, and he answered in the negative. 

e became rapidly worse, and she sent for 
Dr. Turner. Every effort was made to re- 
store the patient to consciousn _ but 
without effect. At the inquest Dr, Burner 
also made a statement ot the condi in 
which he found the patient, the Means 
taken for his restoration, and his death 
from the action of the drug: As nO mo- 
tive is known that would leave his friends 
to infer suicide, they are convinced that the 
overdose was accidental, and that the state 
of Dr. Mawon's health rendered him ex- 
ceptionally susceptible to the ill effects of 
the morphine. The remains will be taken 
to Evanston, III., for, interment.

Mr. Durbam, manager of the 
Mercantile Detective Agency of R. d. Dun 
& Co. at Los Angeles, having said in a
